2. Term of Office : 

The term of office of tlie members, excluding the Chairman 
and c.x-oflicio members and the Secretary to the Board, shall 
be three years from the date of nomination or such shorter 
term as may be co-terminus with the term of the Board. The 
term of the office of the Chairman and ex-officio members 
shall be for so long as they hold oHice by virtue of which 
they are mcnibci s of the Board. Secretary of he Board shall 
also hold Office for a period of three years from the date of 
constitution of the Board or during the pleasure of the Gov¬ 
ernment, whichever is less. The term of office of a member 
nominated to vacancy ari-sing as a result of resignation etc, 
shall be the snpie as the unexpired portion of the tciTU of 
membership of the original member. 

The tenure of the Member of Parliament nominated to be 
members of the Board shalPbc limited to the tenure of their 
Membership of the Hou.so concerned. 

3. Meetings ; 

The Board shall meet as and when considered necessary by 
the Chairman. However, there shall bo at least one meeting 
in a year. The date and venue of the meeting will be decided 
by the Chairman. The Secretary of the Board shall send 
notice of meeting together with the agenda, to the members at 
least 13 days before the meeting.

4. Kuorum ; 

At least one third of the member.s shall be present to con¬ 
stitute a quorum. Where for lack of a quorum a meeting is 
.adjourned no quorum shall apply for the adjourned meeting. 

5. T.AJDA.-. 

Expenditure on T.A./D.A, to non-official members attend¬ 
ing the meetings of the Board will be met by the Government 
of India in the Department of Culture and that of the Official 
Members from the sources from which they draw their salaries 
(in cases of the State Government officials, respective State 
Governments will meet this expenditure), 

6. Dissolution and Reconstitution : 

The Board may be dissolved or reconstituted at any time 
at the discretion of the Government t>f India.
